Mr.  Morgan,  a  1934  graduate  of 
the  College,  Is  now  an  attorney  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  He  has  request¬ 
ed  that  the  award  recipient  should 
have  a  knowledge  of  history  and 
social  studies,  ability  of  leadership 
In  extra-curricular  activities  and 
effective  influence  on  others,  an  ap¬ 
preciation  of  American  institutions 
and  capacity  to  lead  in  preserving 
their  integrity. 

Knowledge  is  indispensible,  but 
it  alone  does  not  result  in  an  indi¬ 
vidual  capable  of  effective  and 
meaningful  influence  upon  others, 
says  Mr.  Morgan.  With  this  in 
mind,  he  prefers  that  the  contem¬ 
plated  medal  should  not  be  awarded 
to  a  proverbial  “book  worm,”  but 
rather  to  an  all-around  individual 
meeting  as  nearly  as  possible  the 
test  of  the  established  criteria. 

This  award-will  be  made  annually, 
beginning  with  the  1950  commence¬ 
ment.  Mr.  Morgan  lias  deposited 
funds  with  the  College,  the  interest 
for  which  is  to  promote  the  medal.

Regardless  of  how  the  allocation  is  handled, 
students  of  the  College  should  do  their  best 
towards  letting  the  legislators  know  our  needs 
from  the  bill.  Early  bills  introduced  already  cut 
the  College's  appropriation,  but  these  bills  have 
yet  to  be  passed  and  letters  to  senators  and 
representatives  might  help  the  College  to  get  its 
proper  quota.
